SUBJECT; Authorize execution of a 12-month supply agreement with VULCAN CONSTRUCTION
MATERIALS, LP, San Antonio, TX, for the purchase of crushed aggregate to be used by the Public
Works Department in an amount not to exceed $68,400, with two 12-month extension options in an
amount not to exceed $68,400 per extension option, for a total contract amount not to exceed $205,200

remaining seven months of the original contract period and extension options is contingent upon available
funding in future budgets.

Owned and Women-Owned Business Enterprise Procurement Program). No subcontracting opportunities
were identified; therefore, no goals were established for this solicitation.

This contract will provide for the purchase of an estimated 4,500 tons of Grade #6 crushed aggregate for
the Public Works Department on an as-needed basis. The material will be used by the Street and Bridge
Division for the maintenance and repair of various street improvement projects.

This aggregate is a dolomite limestone material that is used as an undersealing application in conjunction
with hot mix asphalt overlays. Dolomite limestone binds the hot mix asphalt to existing road surfaces.
This product is also used to control ice/snow build-up on streets rather than salt or sand. This supply
agreement will help to insure that dolomite limestone is readily availeble for required repeirs and
maintenance, as well as being available in the event of inclement weather,
